Declared Aim of Agitators 


Seizing Foreign Settlements by Mob Force Proposed; 
Military Opposes; Destitute Refugees Are 
Flocking to City; Require Aid. 


London, March 25 (By A. P.).-—A 
Shanghai dispatch to the Daily Express 
expresses the fear that Shanghai soon 
may become the cockpit of a bloody 
political confilct between the com- 
munist wing of the nationalists and the 
military, which has been brewing some 
time. 

The dispatch says that the so-cailed 
“provisional government,” composed of 
communists formed in Shanghai on in- 
structions from Hankow, held its first 
meeting today in the Chinese city. It 
was decided to call immediately a citi- 
zens’ convention, which will submit 22 
names to Hankow for the selection of 
eleven men to form a government. 

The intention of the present leaders, 
the dispatch says, is to také over the 
foreign settlements in Shanghai at the 
earliest moment by mob force. The 
military wing, under command of Gen. 
Pai Tsung-Shi, which is more moderate 
politically, is determined to oppose the 


communist element in this, leading to 
the fear that the political quarrel may 
now extend to Shanghai.

Senator. Borah spoke at the national 
good housekeeping conference at the 
Mayflower hotel, and his remarks wete 
vociferously applauded by a distinguish- 
ed gathering of men prominent in po- 
litical life, jurists and women leaders. 

“I thank God,” shouted the Idaho 
senator, “that nationalism has marched 
into Shanghai.” 

He began his address by differing 
with H. G, Wells in the latter’s conten- 
tion that democracy had broken down, 
and then he took up the Chinese situa- 
tion. 

“Distressing as ts the news from the 
orient tonight,” he declared, “I wiil 
venture to predict that out of the chaos 
and turmoil in that land of 400,000,000 
people, will come a real and perman- 
ent democracy that will take its right- 
ful place &mong the other nations of 
the world.” 

“Let us under no circumstances be- 
come a Pharisee among the nations. 
These backward people may stumble 
and fall, they may make a thousand 
mistakes, but their ultimate goal is the 
same goal toward which our forefath- 
ers traveled 150 years ago.” 

President Coolidge sent a letter to the 
confrence, in which he expressed his 
views regarding the American home. 

“The home is the greatest influence 
in our national life,” he wrote. “What- 
ever may be done to make it better

Machines Leave Fairbanks for 


Point Barrow; Will Seek 


Land in Arctic. 


Fairbanks, Alaska, March 25 (By A 
P.).—In three airplanes the Detroit 
News-Wilkins arctic expedition today 
hopped off for Point Barrow to begin 
its attempts to find land in the unex- 
plored area north of Alaska. 

The first plane to leave on the 550- 
mile journey was obtained from the 
Fairbanks Airplane Corporation, when 
the Alaskan, one of the expedition’s 
three planes, broke a landing ski dur- 
ing a test filght. It left at 10 o’clock 


this morning and carried Joe Crosson, 


pilot, and A. M. Smith, correspondent 
of the Detroit News. Two hours later 
the plane was reported at Wiseman, 
nearly half way between Fairbanks and 


3 Point Barrow.

Hope of Rescuing Those 
Unaccounted For Is 
Entertained. 


WOUNDED, ASHORE, 
LACK MEDICAL AID 


Threat to Shell City Unless 
Foreigners Are Shielded 
Bringing Results. 


NEWS EAGERLY AWAITED 
BY PRESIDENT COOLIDGE 


Admira! Williams Reports 
Tense Situation; Spread 
of Violence Feared. 


Shanghai, Saturday, March 26 (By A. 
P.)—A checkup from all accounts 
which had reached Shanghai up to 10 
o’clock this morning indicated that 30 
Americans were still unaccounted for at 
Nanking. It was impossible to tell 
their fate. Hopes of ultimate rescue 
of those alive, however, were brighter, 
as the Cantonese leader had changed 
his attitude under the threat of an- 
other Anglo-American bombardment. 

Reassuring messages received from 
Nanking at 9:50 a. m. indicated that 
most of the Americans still ashore after 
Thursday’s antiforeign outbreaks were 
reaching the protection of the United 
States warships in the Yangtse river. 

The salutary effect of the “final warn- 
ing” of Rear Admiral H. H. Hough, 
which was tantamount to an ultima- 
tum that the Cantonese positions in 
the city would be bombarded unless 
the foreigners were escorted to safety, 
became apparent last night when 120 


missionaries, besieged for two days and 
a night of terror in the compound of 


Nanking university, began to reach the 
war vessels. 

They had traversed the 6 miles be- 
tween the university and: the docks 
through a hostile population without 
military protection and were not mo- 
lested. 3 

It is confidently hoped that all this 
group have been taken safely aboard 
the ships, but no definite news as to 
this had been received. 


Menace of Guns Effective. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The grim menace of ready allied guns 
seemed last night to have rescued 
Americans and other foreigners in Nan- 
king after days and nights of horror at 
the mercy of looting Cantonese gol- 
diery. 

As night fell over the ravesed river 
city Rear Admiral Hough, American 
commander, sent fiickering over the 
whining radio the first official word to 
relieve the foreboding of Thursday and 
yesterday. 

Other foreigners were beginning to 
come out of Nanking, he said, and 
there was “a fair possibility” that 120 
American men, women and children 
refugeeing in Nanking university could 
be evacuated to the ships during the 
night. 

From Shanghai came press reports 
that the refugees were actually making 
their way to the waterfront unmolested. 

Meanwhile in Washington the official 
reports telling of the cold-blooded 
murder of an American missionary 
teacher by soldiers in Cantonese uni- 
form, brutal assaults on American 
women fleeing for their lives, the loot- 
ing and wanton destruction. of Ameri- 
can schools and homes of the American 
consulate itself were studied closely by 
President Coolidge and his cabinet. No 
decision to send troops or additional 
naval forces to China was reached. 


Forces There Sufficient. 


President Coolidge feels that the 
forces now available to Admiral Will- 
iams, American commander in chief, or 
on their way will be adequate to deal 
with the immediate situation. The 
admiral has made no request that has 
not been complied with, and every ac- 
tion he has taken or authorized, in- 
cluding the still pending threat to 
shell military points in Nanking, has 
full approval of the Washington gov- 
ernment. 

“The State and Navy departments 
stand squarely back of Admiral Will- 
iams and our commanders in what they 
have been doing to protect American 
lives and property in China,” Secretary 
Kellogg said in a formal” statement 
after the cabinet meeting. 

The question of fixing responsibility 
for the er of Americans and de- 
struction Of American property in Nan- 
king has been set aside until the fate 
of those still’ hiding in the city, fear- 
ing to attempt even the short trip to 
the water front and safety, was known. 
But it will be taken up in due course 
with responsible heads of the Can- 
tonese ‘government.

Moy told police through A. D. Wing 
Moy, manager of the restaurant, who 
acted as interpreter, he did not see 
the assassin. He said he was in the 
far corner of the kitchen, preparing 
last. night’s menu, when he: heard 
Chong excitedly ask ‘his’ murderer, 
“What for? What for?” . 

Then, Moy told police, he heard the 
first shot fired. The bullet, which 
pierced Chong’s head,. plowed through 
a large coffee percolator. The steam, 
shrieking through the hole, sounded 
like a small explosion, Moy said. 


Tong Leaders Questioned. 


Last night police headquarters was 
the scene of conferences between In- 
spector Henry G. Pratt, chief of detec- 
tives, various other police officials and 
representatives of the Hip Sing and 
On Leong tongs. Georgie Wen, vice 
president of the On Leong, was ques- 
tioned at great length by the detectives 
in an effort to gain some information 
that would give them a clue to the 
identity of the murderer or a motive 
for the shooting.

Police, however, were told of another 
Chinese said to be a highbinder, or 
hatchet man, and known among the 
Chinese as a professional killer. This 
man is said to belong to the On Leong 
tong. Squads of police, in charge of 
Headquarters Detectives Kelly, Waldron, 
Varney and Wilson, swarmed over 
Chinatown last night in an effort to 
prevent reprisals and to capture the 
murderer. 

Detectives Varney and Wilson, who 
were the first headquarters men on the 
scene, searched the Chinese restaurants 
on Ninth street last night with Dieux, 
the taxicab driver, looking for suspects. 


Manager Asks Protection. 


Wing Moy, manager of the restaurant 
in which Chong was killed last night, 
asked police officials. for protection. 
Moy said he> feared to open his) 
restaurant again unless a police guard 
was placed there. 

Police officials last night expressed 
indignance over the failure of Chinese 
who witnessed the shooting to notify 
them of the mt der. Police first learn- 
ed of the shooting from Dr. William 
Meiman, of Emergency hospital, who 
pronounced Chong dead, 

Word of the shooting spread quickly. 
By the time the Emergency hospital 
ambulance responded with Dr. Meiman, 
a crowd of several hundred persons had 
gathered in front of the restaurant. Dr. 
Meiman said Chong had been killed in- 
stantly. 


Taxi Driver’s Suspicions Aroused. 


While police were investigating the 
shooting, Dieux became suspicious of 
his fare and went to the restaurant and 
told police where he had left the man. 

Wing Moy, manager of the restaurant, 
professed entire ignorance of the af- 
fair. Chong had been employed there 
for about five years, he said, but he 
declared he did not know his tong af- 
filiations. 

Despite the apparent ignorance of the 
Chinese questioned in connection with 
the shooting, police are satisfied the 
murder is an aftermath of the tong 
shootings that occurred Thursday in 
various cities throughout the country. 

As soon as word of the shooting was 
flashed to detective headquarters a 
special detail of detectives was rounded 
up and, augmented by police reserves of 
the First precinct, was sent into China- 
town, on lower Pennsylvania avenue, to 
search for the slayer. 

There are more than 500 Chinese in 
Washingtun. About 300 of them are 
members of the powerful On Leong 
tong, composed chiefly of the wealthier 
class of Chinese business men. About 
100 Chinese here are members of the 
Hip Sing tong. The others numbering 
about 100 are said to be unaffiliated. 

Police, .hough they preparer. Thurs- 
day night for any outbreak of the tong 
warfare in this city, expressed confi- 
dence that the Chinese colony here 
would remain peaceful. But after the 
murder yesterday, detectives familiar 
with Chinatown, intimated tere may 
be reprisals.

SAYS HE VANISHED HERE 


New York, March 26 (By A. P.).—On 
the grounds that Humberto Aguirre de 
Urbina falsely represented himself to 
be heir to the large fortune of the 
Papal Ambassador to France and to be 
a descendant of Raphael, famous Italian 
painter, Mrs. Constance Schack Gracie 
de Urbina today filed suit in supreme 
court for annulment of her marriage 
to him if April, 1924, 

Before her marriage to de Urbina,

dals, but they never varied the easy

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DAY LABOR TO REPAIR 
“BRIDGES PERMITTED 


McCarl Rules Way Was 
Cleared When Bids Proved 
Too Expensive. 


ONE OVER KLINGLE ROAD 


The way was cleared for repair of 
Highway and Klingle goad bridges yes- 
terday when Comptroller General John 
R. McCarl ruled that the District could 
do the work by day labor. It is ex- 
pected that the commissioners will 
order the project placed under way 
without delay. 

McCarl’s decision reached the com- 
missioners yesterday. Earlier in the 
week they had asked him for a ruling. 
Under the law the work could not 
ordinarily be done by District workmen 
because each job will cost in excess 
of $1,000, making specific authorization 
by Congress necessary. 

Bids were taken twice on each 
project and both times were rejected as 
excessive. Department heads estimated 
that the Highway bridge repairs could 
be done for $1,500 and the Klingle 
road bridge for $10,300. Items for both 
jobs were included in the deficiency 
bill that failed to pass. 

McCarl rules that congressional au- 
thorization could be dispensed with on 
two grounds: First, that an emergency 
exists making it necessary that the re- 
pairs be effected at once; and, second, 
that bids were rejected twice .as ex- 
orbitant, the commissioners thereby 
having obeyed the law requiring bids 
for large projects. 


MARYLAND POLITICS 
IN SCHOOLS ASSAILED 


Should Be Free of Entangle- 
ments, Declares Curran 
at University. 


That every child is entitled to the 
best elementary and. secondary educa- 
tion that money and thought can pro- 
duce and that Maryland schools should 
be made free of all political entangle- 
ments were stressed by William Cur- 
ran, Of Baltimore, in an address at the 
Maryland day exercises yesterday at the 
University of Maryland, College Park. 

Mr. Curran said for generations the 
schools had trained the men who had 
served the State and that to call the 
roll of the men of Maryland is in a 
large measure to call the roll of the 
alumni of the University of Maryland.

the movement for expansion of the Na- 
tional Capital. 

Delegate Ford, of Prince Gcorges 
county, declared his delegation had 
been instructed to vote for the bill fol- 
lowing various mass meetings in the 
county. James J. Lindsay, jr., Demo- 
cratic floor leader, declared the bill was 
“a strictly local one,” adding that he 
saw no reason why it should not pass. 

The senate vote on the gasoline tax 
increase was 22 to 4. 

Senators Edward J. Colgan, jr., Harry 
C. Levin, Lansdale G. Sasscer and How- 
ard P. Spedden voted against the bill. 

A companion bill increasing the 
gasoline tax 144 cents a gallon for 
lateral road construction passed the 
assembly after a bitter fight and has 
been signed by the governor. Under 
this measure owners of motor vehicles 
operating within the limits of incorpo- 
rated towns are granted a l-cent re- 
fund. : 

The two bills represent the adminis- 
tration gasoline tax program and to- 
gether make the tax on gasoline 4 
cents, an increase of 2 cents on the 
present rate. 

The measure passed today, if also 
passed by the house, becomes effective 
on April 1. It requires that railroad 


of the State on the grade crossing work 
and that the railroad companies must 
sign an agreement with the-State to do 
this before the State roads commission 
is permitted to advance ahy money. 
The bill also provides that railroads 
failing to match the State appropria- 
tion for grade crossing elimination on 
their line shall be subject to a fine of 
$100 a day. 

Unanimously the house sent to Gov. 
Ritchie for signature the bill providing 
for a $10,000,000 bridge across the 
Chesapeake bay. The measure already 
has passed the senate. The measure 
gives a franchise to the Chesapeake Bay 
P ‘dge Co. to construct the bridge from 
Bay Shore, -near Baltimore, to Kent 
island, near Tolchester. Construction 
of the bridge already has been ap- 
proved by the War Department and 
authorized by Congress. It is planned 
to begin work this summer. Two years 
will be required to build the bridge, 
it is estimated. 

A fine of not more than $1,000 or 
imprisonment for not more than ten 
years is provided in a bill introduced 
in the senate by Senator Lansdale Sas- 
scer, of Prince Georges county, for 
persons convicted of threatening to 
take the lifé, or to do injury to the 
person or property of another. Another 
bill introduced by Senator Sasser pro- 
vides a fine of from $5 to $50 or im- 
prisonment of from 30 to 90 days, or 
both, for persons convicted of dumping 
trash on the property of another or on 
a highway. 

Property owners would be required 
to remove trees, vines or other obstruc- 
tions on their property which interfere 
with the vision of motorists approach- 
ing road intersections under a bill 
sponsored by the Montgomery county 
delegation. A fine of $10 is, provided 
for persons failing to remove obstruc- 
tions within ten days after notice by 
the board of county commissioners, 
who would be empowered to remove 
the obstruction and place a lien for the 
cost against the property.

New York, March 25 (By A. P.).— 
Two developments in the Snyder-Gray 
murder case today turned the attention 
of the policé from the two prisoners, 
Mrs. Ruth Snyder and Henry Judd 


Gray, and their alleged confessions, to 
@ bottle of*poison liquor and a story of 
@ disconnected gas tube. 

The liquor was found, the police say, 
in~Gray’s suitcase in a hotel at Syra- 
cuse, and was intended to kill Albert 
Snyder, the art editor, if he had 
drunk it. 

The disconnected gas tube was re- 
garded by police as strengthening their 
theory that the woman and her lover 
had devised several methods for getting 
the husband “out of the way” before 
final recourse: was had to chloroform- 
ing, strangling and clubbing, last Sun- 
day morning. 

. few weeks ago, neighbors said, the 
middle-aged editor ran from his house 
in Queens Village, gasping for breath, 
as gas was pouring from a disconnected 
tube in the house. Mrs. Snyder, at the 
time, it is said, told inquirers that she 
had probably “accidentally kicked off” 
the gas hose. 

Mrs. Snyder, in the Queens county 
jail, today appeared more rested than 
at any time since her incarceration. On 
the other hand, Gray, haggard and 
drawn, was close to a collapse. 

While his one-time companion was 
sleeping last night after her interview 
with the press in which she said her 
love “had turned to hate for Judd 
Gray,’’ the former corset salesman was 
pacing the floor, reading a Bible. 

Sometime during the day, it was 
said, he had told the policeethe story 
of the poison whisky, in the fear, the 
police believe, that some one might 
unwittingly drink from the bottle and 
die. 

Mrs. Snyder’s 9-year-old daughter, 
Lorraine, today sat in a parked auto-

MARINE PLANE STRUCK 
AY BULLET IN NICARAGUA 


No Liberals Are in Vicinity of 
Shooting, So Bandits Are 
Heid Responsbile. 


U. S. LOAN IS APPROVED 


Managua, Nicaragua, March 25 (By 
A. P.).—A De Haviland, plane manned 
by Pilot Campbell, of the United States 
marine corps, holder of the service safe- 


flying cup, was fired on today while 
flying over Sebaco, 15 miles from Mata- 
galpa. The bullet tore through the 
plane. near the gas tank, missing it by 
only a few inches. 

The conservative forces disclaim re- 
sponsibility for the shooting, and since 
there are no liberals believed to be in 
the district it is thought that. bandits 
did the shooting. The conservative 
forces are investigating the incident. 

Congress this afternoon approved 
without modification President Diaz’s 
agreement for the flotation of a million- 
dollar loan in New York.

The 
collateral on the loan includes an in- 
terest in the national railway and the 
national bank, besides 50 per’ cent of 
| the surplus of the national revenues.

New .York, March 25 (By ‘A., P.).— 
Senator William H. King, Democrat, of 
Utah, declared ‘tonight that the refusal 
of the State Department to have the 
order of President Borno barring him 
from Haiti withdrawn was “an effort to 
keep alive the fiction of Haitian inde- 
pendence,” and had only served “to 
focus the attention of Americans upon 
the domination by this government of 
Haitian affairs.” 

In an interview at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania, after he had disembarked from 
the United States transport St. Mihiel, 
on which he came from Santo Domingo, 
Senator King said that, if the State 
Department had so desired, it could 
have compelled the Haitian president 
to withdraw his order. 

Senator King exhibited copies of 
Borno’s order and subsequent corre- 
spondence between Brig. Gen John H. 
Russell, high commissioner in Haiti, 
and Gen. J. S. Burrill, Ameriatn army 
officer in charge of the Haitian gen- 
darmes, to prove that the final decision 
on the order rested with the American 
high commissioner. 


Will Continue Fight. 


The senator from Utah said that he 
refrained from forcing the issue by. at- 
tempting to enter Haiti in the face of 
the order barring him because he felt 
bound to recognize the authority of a 
de facto government, although, he said, 
he believed that government to be ille- 
gal and maintained only by the pres- 
ence of American marines. 

He also said he feared that if he had 
gone to Port au Prince a demonstration 
might have been followed by a clash 
between political opponents of Borno 
and his supporters. 


i. “I intend to continue my efforts to 


have an independent government es- 
tablished in Haiti and American ma- 
rines withdrawn,” he said. “I will not 
make an issue of this incident, but will 
use it, however, in. connection with 
the fight for the withdrawal of Ameri- 
can forces from that country.” 
Senator King said he first was in- 
formed of Borno’s order barring him 
while he was in Porto Rico, when the 
Haitian consul there informed him by 
letter that-he was considered by Presi- 
dent Borno as undesirable and would 
be denied access to Haitian territory. 


Sent Protest Here. 


When he reached Santo Domingo he 
said his attention was called to the 
order of the Haitian president barring 
him. 

The senator said he then wrote to 
the State Department protesting the 
order and intimating strongly that if 
the State Department saw fit it. could, 
through Gen. Russel, have the order 
rescinded. The State Department’s re- 
ply, Senator King said, was that it had 
advised President Borno, through the 
Haitian Minister, that refusal to permit 
the senator to visit Haiti would result 
in “unpleasant consequences to all con- 
cerned.” 

The copies of communications be- 
tween Gen. Russel and Gen. Burrill re- 
garding Borno’s exclusion order, which 
was addressed to the head of the gen- 
darme organization, and instructed that 
the border patrol be strengthened, in- 
dicated, Senator King said, that Gen. 
Russel had referred Gen. Burril to the 
orders under which the native constab- 
ulary are normally under the direction 
of the president. 


Ohio Coal Operators 
Soon to Close Mines 


Wheeling, W. Va., March 25 (By A. 
P.).—With the expiration’ of the Jack- 
sonville wage agreement on April 1, a 
number of major coal companies in 
eastern Ohio are preparing to abandon 
their mines, according to C. J. Albasin, 
commissioner for the Eastern Ohio Coal 
Operators association. 

This action by the Ohio owners has 
been prompted by the “discouraging 
Situation,” Albasin said, of union mines 
being unable to compete with nonunion 
operations. The com issioner asserted 
that “no less than three of the largést 
companies in eastern Ohio aré prepar- 
ing to remove all.their equipment ,and 
board up their mines.”

Bills in Cleveland Follow an 
Inquiry Into Imports From 
Pennsylvania. 


QUIZ ON FOR TWO YEARS 


Cleveland, March 25 (By A. P.).—Two 
indictments, naming an unannounced 
number of persons, were returned to- 
day by the Federal grand jury inves- 
tigating the alleged conspiracy by 
which large quantities of Pennsylvania 
beer was imported into Ohio within the 
last two years. It. was announced that 
the identity of those indicted would 
not be revealed, except as arrests afe 
made. 

Unofficial reports were that between 
30 and 40 persons were named. 

The jury also reported two no bills 
against men linked with the investiga- 
tion of the case. They were John Groon 
and Pete Delésezak, of Cleveland. 

The beer conspiracy investigation 
brought here as witnesses a number of 
bank employes, officials and employes 
of railroads operating between the two 
States, politicians, telegraphers and al- 
leged bootleggers. 

Bernsteen indicated the process of 
rounding up the persons named in the 
true bills would be started at once. 

Bernsteen launched the Federal grand 
jury. investigation of the so-called 
Pennsylvania-Ohio “beer trust” early 
in February, after government opera- 
tives had occupied more than six 
months lining up several hundred wit- 
nesses and gathering evidence.

Philadelphia, Pa., March 25,—Federal 
court aid will be sought tomorrow by

na, Luzerne and Schuykill counties of 
Pennsylvania. These boxes and ballots 
are needed; in the committee’s opinion, 
in the Wilson-Vare senatorial contest. 

Initiation of action in the Federal 
courts was made possible today when 
the authorities of Delaware county eith- 
er evaded or refused the demand of Mr. 
South that they turn over to him the 
ballot boxes, ballots and other papers 
which had been requested by the com- 
mittee. | 

The bill of complaint which will be 
filed in the eastern district court here | 
tomorrow will name William Ward, Jjr., | 
prothonotary of Delaware county, and 
John J. Saling, justice of the peace in 
Upper Darby township, as defendants, 
but will ask the court to include all of 
the officials charged under the law with 
the duty of Keeping any or all of the 
election machinery. 


Transfer to Supreme Court Looms. 


If the authorities of Delaware county | 
oppose such a move, South expects to| 
ask the court to transfer the case im- | 
mediately to the Supreme Court of the, 
United States for final determination.

Commissioner H. A. Bellows said in 
order to accommodate the great num- 
ber of stations with a wave length and 
at the same time prevent confusion, it 
will be necessary to broaden the “band” 
of wave lengths, or that is, the gamut 
of wave lengths in use, 

Since to increase the wave lengths 
beyond the 550 meters now in use likely 
would occasion a confilct with 8S OS 
calls from ships the commission must 
seek to lower the band and include 
the lengths from 150 meters to 200 
meters. 

It happens that this range of wave 
lengths is used by the amateur. Mr. 


Bellews expressed regret that the com- 
mission must widen the band so as to 
usur») the field which the amateurs 
hitherto have claimed as their own. But 
necessity must be served, he said. He 
declared amateurs have been largely re- 
sponsible for the development of radio. 
There are many ingenious boys who 
have found amateur broadcasting their 
greatest delight. 


From 14 to 75 Years Old. 


Several of these youngsters are sons 
of prominent Washingtonians. The 
amateurs, it is said, range from 14 to 75 
years old, so that the boys do not have 
a monopoly. However, as a unit, they 
have been foremost in radio develop- 
ment, and, aside from all other consid- 
erations, have shown the greatest thirst 
for attainment of new radio possibili- 
ties. Mr. Bellows said he hoped their 
ingenuity would lead them to other 
means. 

Mr. Bellows gave assurance that the 
majority of the 733 stations, now in 


| operation in this country, will be given 
/ new licenses. The chief points of con- 


gestion, he pointed out, are in Chicago 
end New York. He said: 

“It hardly is likely it will be pos- 
sible to license any additional stations 
in these places.” 

He said, however, that in places where 
there is no congestion, additional sta- 
tions may be licensed. The commis- 
sion will license as many stations as 
will be possible in the adjustment of 
the entire field, but consideration will 
be given, he said, to the demand for a 
station. No stations which have a large 
following will be refused a license, he 
declared. 


Will Not Dominate Air. 


He said New York and Chicago will 
not be allowed to dominate the field, 
and that adjustments in those places 
will take into consideration the entire 
field. It is likely, he said, that adjust- 
ment wil! be from without perhaps 
more than within these cities. 

After a series of hearings next week, 
beginning Tuesday and continuing 
through Friday, the commission will 
proceed to “lay out its ctreets,” Mr. 
Bellews said. That done, the stations 
will be classified, the width cf the 
channel determined and other engi- 
neering points settled. The hearings 
next week, he emphasized, will not per- 
tain to individual stations. 

It was inditated the commission 
would follow the old effective plan of 
1 tting the stations settle their own 
differences as far as pagsible. Mr. Bel- 
lows said the commission will make as 
few decisions as possible. 


Radio Phone Regia 
A.t Missouri Meeting 


. Tits vacdio telephone is the most in- 
portan; scientific invention of recent 
years, Col. J. F. Dillon, member of the 


Federal radio commission, told mem- 
bers of the Missouri State society at a 
meeting last night at the Washington 
hotel. Improvement in means of com- 
munication contributed most to the 
spread of civilization and the commer- 
cial development of the world during 
the past century, he said. 

Col. Dillon outlined the growth of 
radio from the time Marconi obtained 
patents for his system of telegraphy in 
1897. He pointed out the need for en- 
forcement of the recently adopted radio 
communication laws. Former Repre- 
sentative N. E, Rhodes presided at the 
meeting. A musical program was ren- 
dered by Mrs. Clyde Aitchson, vocalist, 
accompanied by Mrs. Paul Blayden.

Takes 5,000 
Acres From L. Lamb, Mak- 
ing a Total of 19,000. 


NO NEW TREATY SOUGHT 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Mexico City, March 25.—The Ameri- 
can embassy was notified today. that 
the agrarian commission had seized 
5,000 acres of land belonging to Louts 
Lamb, an American citizen, within a 
few thiles of Puebla, the second city 
of México. No offer of compensation 
was made. This, with 14,000 acres pre- 
viously taken, makes 19,000 acres of 
Mr. Lamb’s property taken by the 
agrarian commission. The embassy is 
making representations to the foreign 
office. 
The Mexican government has no in- 
tention of seeking a new treaty of 
amity and commerce with the United 
States, it was said in official circles; 
because the time is not propitious. 
Former President Obregcn, who may 
be considered the spokesman for Presi- 
dent Calle&, expressed the same idea. 
Gen. Obregon said: 

“Every treaty should have behind it 
the cordial, friendly relations of the 
nations concerned. Just now relations 
necessary for a treaty of amity and 
commerce do not exist between Mexico 
and the United States; therefore, it is 
inadvisable to attempt to frame such 
a treaty.” 

Gen. Obregon’s statements indicate 
that no effort is being made to re- 
establish more friendly relations be- 
tween the two governments.

POLICE VIOLENCE ALLEGED 


Failing to decide on disposition of a 
letter from William McK. Clayton, 
offering to appear and explain the at- 
titude of the Brightwood Citizens as- 


sociation, aiming to censure the citi- 
zens’ advisory council for indorsement 
of Ralph B. Fleharty for people’s coun- 
sel on the public’ utilities commission, 
the Federation of Civic Associations, a 
colored constituent body, meeting last 
night in the boardroom at the District 
building, directed acknowledgment of 
the communication. 

Mr. Clayton, who took up the matter 
originally with the Federation of Citi- 
zens Associations, emphasized in his 
letter the “important question of the 
scope and authority of the organic act 
of the advisory council as handed down 
by the ‘two’ federations.” He requested 
he be allowed to appear in the “spirit 
of comity and justice that we all owe 
the civic federation.” 

A resolution extended to Commis- 
sioner J. Franklin Bell the apprecia- 
tion of the federation for constructive 
service rendered in interest of civic bet- 
terment, for his personal contributions 
to the cause of mutual understanding 
and cooperation; and for the “generous 
recognition which he has given to just 
claims of all classes of citizens.” 

Rules were adopted to govern the 
election of advisory council members, 
to. be held April 1 in Calvary parish 
hall. There will be no nomination 
speeches, no proxies admitted, a se- 
cret ballot on roll call, and a with- 
drawal of the name of the candidate 
receiving the lowest number of votes 
until two candidates have received a 
majority of those cast.

Visits Kill Devil Hill, N. C., 
Where Wright Brothers 


Invented Airplane. 


Kill Devil Hill, N. C., March 25 (By 
A. P.).—Herbert. Hoover, Secretary of 
Commerce, today inspected the pro- 
posed site for the monument to be 
placed here where the world’s first 
airplane flights were made. The flights 
were conducted by Wilbur and Orville 
Wright early in 1902 on Kill Devil hill, 
near Kitty Hawk, 30 miles southeast 
of Elizabeth City. Twenty-five years 
later Congress has decided to memor- 
jalize the spot. 

Mr. Hoover arrived at Elizabeth City 
yesterday and his presence in the city 
became known only through his hav- 
ing had a brief conversation with Brad 
Sanders, of the Elizabeth City Iron 
Works. 

His party stopped there en route to 
Kitty Hawk. They came south from 
Norfolk on the government yacht 
Kiloaney and stopped in Elizabeth City 
only long enough to obtain directions 
for reaching the lower sound country. 

The Washingtonians later made their 
way to Roanoke island for a visit of 
the site of old Fort Raleigh, where the 
Raleigh settlements were founded. 
They spent the night in Manteo and 
are to return to Norfolk tomorrow to 
board a steamer for Washington. 


30 Rebellious Natives

PROPERTY IS BURNED} 


Robbery and Other Outrages 
Committed by Men in 
Canton Uniform. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Brutal mistreatment of many Ameri- 


cans, including women, by Chinese sol- 
diers in the nationalist uniform at 
Nanking, was officially reported to the 
Navy Department yesterday by Admiral 
Williams, who forwarded a report made 
to him by Rear Admiral Hough at Nan- 
king. 

Clothing was stripped from the wom- 
en and they were otherwise maltreated, 
the report said, adding that in one in- 
stance a Cantonese officer shot down a 
French priest with his pistol. 

“At Nanking, so far as is known,” Ad- 
miral Hough said in his statement, “all 
American missions and homes have 
been looted. 

“The following American property is 
known to have been burned down: 

“The Ologacal seminary, 

“The Hillcrest school, 

“The residences of Hucheson and H. 
J. Mills. 


Consulates Looted; Destroyed. 


“The majority of the consulates were 
looted or wantonly destroyed by the 
nationalist soldiers in uniform.., 

“Many Americans, including women, 
were treated with the greatest brutality 
by soldiers in the nationalist uniform, 
who tore off the clothing and otherwise 
maltreated them. 

“Practically all of the outrages were 
committeed by soldiers in the nation- 
eslist uniform and in one instance was 
reported the pistoling of a French priest 
by a Cantonese officer.” 

The murder of one American mission- 
ary and attempts to slay many others 
at Nanking was described in the report 
of American Consul John K. Davis, also, 
received yesterday at the Navy Depart- 
ment. 


Davis Himself Escapes. 


The report, forwarded by Admiral 
Williams, American Asiatic fleet com- 
mander, told of the escape of Mr. Davis 
with “one officer, eleven sailors, nine 
civilians and two children.” The rescue 
of Mr. Davis was reported yesterday by 
Admiral Williams. 

“On March 24 about noon after both 
the Japanese and British consulates 
had been attacked and the consuls re- 
ported killed and after the known cold 
blooded murder of one American mis- 
sionary and the attempted murder of 
many others, all by nationalist soldiers, 
the Chinese police informed me that 
we would be destroyed unless we could 
escape,” Consul Davis said. 

“Accordingly, our party of one officer, 
eleven sailors, nine civillans and two 
children escaped under constant fire 
across the country to the Socony houses 
on Standard Oil hill just above the city 
wall, which are visible from the river 
and where many Americans and British 
already were. 


Broke In; Opened Fire, 


“Although repeatedly robbed and 
threatened by nationalist soldiers, my 
vice consul, J. Hall Paxton, of Danville, 
Va., and the Socony manager managed 
to keep them out of the house for two 
hours, but they finally broke in and, 
seeing our numbers, they retired and 
commenced firing at us in ever increas- 
ing numbers. 

“The American end British naval 
vessels then dropped shells immedi- 
ately around the house and we escaped 
over the wall. The American consulate 
was forced by nationalist soldiers and 
is reported by the Chinese as thorougk- 
ly looted. It has not been ascertained 
whether or not the safe has been forced 
and the codes lost.” 


Wanton Destruction Told. 


Shanghai, China, March 25 (By A. P.). 
Wanton destruction, vandalism and 
Outrages, perpetrated by uniformed 
Cantonese troops in Nanking, are de- 
scribed in reports received tonight from 
the trouble-torn city on the Yangtse. 

Thus far the only known American 
fatality is the death of Dr. J. E. Will- 
jams, of Shawnee, Okio, a member of 
the northern Presbyterian mission and 
vice president of Nanking university. 

An ultimatum by the American and 
British naval commanders, backed by 
the grim muzzles of big guns trained 
on the Cantonese positions, has eased 
the perilous position of the foreigners 
and the first of 120 American mission- 
aries who took refuge in the university 
while yesterday's fighting was under 
way began arriving at the dock near 
the warships early tonight. 

One of them, a Miss Moffatt (Anna 
E. Moffet, of Fort Sheridan, II1., is listed 
as being at Nanking) had been shot 
twice through the body. 


Women’s Clothing Torn. 


American women were subjected to 
the greatest brutality during the anti- 
foreign rioting, the reports say, and in 
many cases their clothing was partly 
torn off by nationalist soldiers in unt- 
form. 

The reports reiterate that practically 
all the outrages, both against persons 
and property, were carried out by uni- 
formed nationalists, thus fixing the re- 
sponsibility for the outbreak on the 
southern forces. 

There is reason to believe that the 
majority of American homes and mis- 


gion properties in the city were looted 


and burned. It is known that the Nan- 
king Theological seminary and the Hill- 
crest school, valuable American niission 
properties, were destroyed by fire. ~ 

All the official and personal property 
at the American consulate was looted 
or déstroyed by uniformed nationalists. 

A French priest is said to have been 
shot with a pistol by a nationalist of- 
ficer. 


Responsibility Denied.

AT NANKING; OTHERS RESCUED

miral Hough to the White House, strid- 
ing cross-lots in his haste. 

It was a dramatic story of horror and 
heroism that unfolded hour by hour 


as the stuttering radio bridged the 
thousands of miles from Nanking to 
Washington to keep the home govern- 
ment in almost hourly touch with de- 
velopments. 

Daylight brought word that Can- 
tonese authorities at Nanking had de- 
clined in insolent language to comply 
with the previous ultimatum to pro- 
duce foreign survivors at the water 
front under escort or take the conse- 
quences. 

“Ié may be necessary to fire upon 
barracks and on the salient military 
points in order to obtain release of 
Americans remaining alive ashore, ap- 
proximately 150,” Hough said to Will- 
iams, 130 miles away at Shanghai. 

His message told also of indirect re- 
ports that Chiang Kaishek, generalis- 
simo of the Cantonese army, was hast- 
ening in person to Nanking to restore 
order and obtain release of foreigners. 
Chiang had requested delay in action 
by American and British warships to 
give him an opportunity for peaceful 
efforts, but Hough and his British 
naval colleague thought only of the 
terrorized foreign women and children 
huddled in instant fear of death in the 
seething city. 


Terse Warning Was Sent. 


Terse warning had been served on 
the Cantonese commanding general to 
send an officer of the rank of division 
commander aboard the warships before 
noon “to negotiate and arrange for 
proper treatment of wounded foreign- 
ers ashore.” 

“If this demand is not complied 
with, Chiang’s request can not be guar- 
anteed and we shall take such action 
as may be deemed necessary,” the 
warning said. 

At Shanghai, Admiral Williams and 
the British and Japanese commanders 
in chief held hasty conference. They 
also, through British sources, had 
learned of Chiang’s effort to reach 
Nanking and avert further foreign ven- 
geance or rioting by Cantonese troops. 
Chiang is known to be a moderate and 
the admirals believed he might be suc- 
cessful in preventing more bloodshed. 

They advised Hough and his British 
colleague to defer further drastic ac- 
tion if possible until Chiang arrived. 


Wounded Awaiting Aid. 


Back came the answer from Hough: 

“I do not believe that the details of 
the situation are completely under- 
stood by the commander in chief,” he 
said. “I agree with the British senior 
officer here that unless our nationals 
are promptly released and delivered at 
the Bund, drastic action must be taken 
in order to save the lives of those re- 
maining in the city. 

“There are wounded ashore who can 
not receive attention and should not 
be longer neglected. These include the 
British consul general. I believe that 
radical action would preserve their 
lives and that further delay would de- 
feat this possibility. 

“I believe in shelling military points, 
avoiding injury to the civil populace 
as much as possble. This shelling at 
this time would have an excellent ef- 
fect upon the port of Nanking and all 
along the river. 


Insolent Reply From Chinese. 


“I have just received an evasive and 
insolent reply from the local army 
commander. I consider that if concréte 
action is not taken firmly and imme- 
diately here lives of the remaining 
Americans and British may be lost, and 
that all British and Americans must 
promptly evacuate the Yangtse valley 
in order to save their lives. 

“Uniess I am otherwise instructed and 
unless the situation radically changes, 
will, jointly with the British, late this 
afternoon shell the salient military 
points and military yamen (headquar- 
ters). I am sending a final warning 
by Chinese military orderly. The ar- 
rival of Chiang Kai-Shek is problemat- 
ical, and we do not consider that under 
these conditions he is strong enough 
to control the situation, even if he so 
desires or should arrive in time to save 
the remaining lives.” 

The admirals at Shanghai promptly 
answered, withdrawing their suggestion 
of delay and authorizing Hough and 
the British commander to act on their 
own judgment. At Nanking the ships’ 
guns were swung to await the hour 
that would let loose their destroying 
blasts of retribution. 


Williams Reports Tensity. 


Again Washington and Shanghai 
waited as the slow hours . Per- 
haps the guns were already roaring at 
Nanking, but in the meantime came 
chattering through the air from Admi- 
ral Williams a picture of the situation 
all along the great valley of the Yang- 
tse and at Shanghai, itself, that told 
of the parses: and of the growing fear 
that antiforeign fanaticism would flame 
to fire in other cities. 

They told of 250 American mission- 
aries, sailink from ow for Sheng- 
hal, and a critical sitdation at that 
with ships held were to sake off o her 


of three Japanese destroyers, to oc- 
cupy ® Japanese river hulk at the 
shore line and await a chance to rescue 
their fellow countrymen in the city. As 
noon approached at Nanking, with 
American and British guns awaiting 
only the late hours of the day to raise 
their thundering protest against bar- 
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barism, the civilians in Nanking unl- 
versity were still unheard from. 
During the night river steamers carry- 
ing 87 women and 52 children, part of 
them without doubt those rescued the 
preceding day from Socony Hill, headed 
down for Shanghai, escorted by the 
American destroyer Preston. Below 
Kiangyin, the victims of the tumult 
saw their last of Nanking with guns 
again sniping at them from the city. 
The Preston’s machine guns raged back. 


Fired On Again at Chinkiang. 


Farther down at Chinkiang, guns of 
the forts opened up on the Preston and 
her charges. Again she replied. 

“The situation at Chinkiang is 
serious,” Admiral Williams said. “All 
American refugees are at the Standard 
Oil Co.’s installation, while the British 
are at the Asiatic Petroleum Co. There 
is looting and firing in the concessions. 
All Americans are preparing to leave on 
the steamer Wenchow for Shanghai.” 

In Shanghai itself, the admiral said 
there was still a little rifle fire in the 
native quarters, but the Cantonese were 
“consolidating their hold.” The foreign 
troops and marines in the international 
settlement were strengthening their 
positions and Brigadier Smedley Butler 
had arrived and taken command of the 
American marine force ashore. 

In the interval of waiting came, too, 
the first eyewitness account of the 
rioting in Nanking before the flight to 
Socony Hill. It was from American 
Consul John K. Davis, who was appar- 
ently still remaining aboard the war- 
ships at Nanking, his message being 
transmitted by radio to Admiral Wil!- 
jams at Shanghai. It told a terse but 
graphic story of the flight and rescue. 


First Word of Cheer. 


Then late in the day came the first 
word of cheer from Admiral Hough, 
telling of the postponing of the bom- 
ponies t and of the “fair possibility” 
that e remaining Americans might 
make ‘thelr escape in the night. It was 
this message, which told also of the 
attacks on foreign women by soldiers 
in nationalist uniform, “who tore off 
their clothing and otherwise mal- 
treated them,” that Sergt. Dorney 
rushed from the Navy Department to 
the White House. 

“As a result of the strong stand 
taken today (Chinese time) foreigners 
are beginning to come out of Nan- 
king,” Admiral Hough said. “The 
Japanese have completed their evacua- 
tion tonight. The British consul gen- 
eral and the missing marines are now 
coming off to the British cruiser 
Emerald. 

“There is now considered a fair pos- 
sibility of the 120 Americans who took 
refuge in Nanking university being 
evacuated to the ships tonight.” 

The message said also that so far as 
known all American missions and 
homes had been looted. It emphasized 
repeatedly that the attacks and looting 
were by soldiery. 

“Practically all of the outrages were

Might Require More Ships. 


There seems little doubt that Presi- 
dent Coolidge and his cabinet weighed 
carefully today the possibility that 
they would face the necessity of send- 
ing further forces, perhaps troops from 
Manila, to the rescue of Americans still 
in many parts of China. The evidences 
of official relief that the cost in lives 
at Nanking is no more terrible than it 
is now known to be was tempered by 
the threat of further outbreaks in 
other ports thronged with American 
refugees. 

It was stated officially that the ad- 
ministration was relying upon Admiral 
Williams and his officers to indicate 
when the moment came, if ever, for 
such a movement. They alone are able 
to judge of the needs of the task in- 
trusted to them of extending every 
protection in their power to distressed 
Americans. 

It was the survey of the naval re- 
ports that prompted the White House 
statement that the President believed 
the present forces in China would be 
sufficient. The only other possibility 
the President sees, it was said, was the 
sending to China of a very much 
larger force, which could not help mat- 
ters at Nanking. It could not reach 
there in time if sent and there seems 
no need of additional American forces 
at. Shanghai. 

Officials would not speculate as to 
what might happen should the Nan- 
king outbreak spread to other foreign 
centers. That the situgtion is grave 
was indicated by the fact that both 
Secretaries Kellogg and Wilbur con- 
ferred with the President again late in 
the day, despite the previous meeting 
of the cabinet, where all the advices 
received up to that time were eg 
ered. They had no change in policy o 
other new turn to the situation to tell 
of afterward, but reiterated that the 
government stood squarely behind the 
naval commanders in China in the 
course they are pursuing.

Hope to Drive British From 
Asia Laid to Moscow 
by London’s Envoy. 


REVISION OF TREATIES 
POSSIBLE AFTER WAR 


Government That Can Speak 
for Entire Country Is 
Awaited, He Says. 


Worcester, Mass., March 25 (By A 
P.)—A charge that soviet Russia is in- 
spiring Chinese attacks on foreigners 
and hopes thereby to drive the British 


out of Asia as its first step in promoting 
a world bolshevik revolution, was made 
by Sir Esme Howard, British Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, tonight in an 
address before the Metal Trades and 
Employers association here. 

If the British are driven out of Asia, 
Sir Esme said, the soviet believes it 
would not be difficult to get rid of the 
other western powers from the conti- 
nent and then to attempt to promote 
a revolution in Great Britain which 
would be “the precursor of similar revo- 
lutions in all European countries.” 

Sir Esme characterized the “real 
danger to Asia,” as the control which 
the Russian soviet is seeking in that 
continent..“Who can doubt that Moscow 
today dreams of being, if not exactly 
the center of all governments of Asia,” 
he said, “at least a sort of communistic 
spiritual center which will dictate 
policy to Asiatic countries and then to 
Europe and finally perhaps to America.” 


Not to Accept Communism. 


The British Ambassador, however, ex- 

pressed a doubt that China “would em- 
brace the gospel of communism,” and 
compared the acceptance of. soviet aid 
by the Chinese nationalists to the 
similar assistance rendered by Russia 
to the nationalist party in Turkey. 
. He said “it did not follow that the 
Chinese believe in the nationalization 
of production, distribution and supply 
any more than the government of 
Turkey.” 

“There would be no reason, once civil 
War has ceased in China and there is 
@ government which we can recognize 
as speaking in the name of the whole 
country,” he said, “why we should not 
speedily set to work to revise treaties 
and recognize the great Chinese nation 
as on the same footing with the rest of 
the independent nations of the earth.” 

In replying to the charge of British 
imperialism, Sir Esme said England, 
“like other countries, is determined to 
protect British lives and property, as 
it would be criminal to leave them to 
their fate.” 


COOPERATION BY U. S. 
IS PRAISED IN LONDON 


Strong Feeling of Sentiment 
Reported by Churchill 


Over Joint Action. 


London, March 25 (By A. P.).——Par- 
ticipation by American marines with 
the British forces in the defense of the 
foreign settlement at Shanghai was 
touched on by Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Churchill in an address to- 
night. 

“I am bound to say that I felt a 
strong feeling of sentiment when I! 
read of the Coldstream guards and the 
United States marines standing side by 
side,” he said. “It looked to me as if 
once again the great unconqueradle 
forces of progressive and scientific 
civilization were recognizing all that 
they had in common ahd all that they 
would have to face in common.” 

Secretary of War Worthington 
Evans, speaking at Lincoln, defended 
the government’s Chinese policy. He 
said that the United States and Japan 
formerly had not been altogether in 
agreement with that policy, but that 
now both were supporting Great 
Britain, realizing that what the British 
government in January foresaw as a 
grave risk for British nationals, was 
indeed such a risk that they them- 
selves ought also to participate In tke 
defence of those nationals. 


MANCHURIAN LEADER | 
BLAMES BOLSHEVIK! 


Chang Tso-Lin Asks Allied Aid 
for His Frontier Against 


Soviet Russia. 


London, March 25 (By A. P.).—Chang 
Tso-Lin, the Manchurian war lord, ex- 
pressing sorrow for the events at Nan- 
king in the past few days, believes that 
the powers should direct their action 
against the bolsheviki, rathér than 
against the Chinese, says a Peking dis- 
patch to the Westminster Gazette. 

Chang Tso-Lin, who is commander 
in chief of the northern forces, de- 
clared that if the powers would guaran- 
tee the Manchurian’ frontier against 
soviet Russia, he could liberate 150,000 
reliable troops to help the Shantungese 
who have just lost Shanghai and Nan- 
king. Chang, the dispatch says, wants 
the powers to help him with money and 
munitions. —

Bishop Freeman administered 
holy communion in Bethlehem chapel 
in the morning.

Defender of Shanghai 
Among 12 Executed 


London, March 26 (By A. P.).—Hsu 
Lang-Hsi, self-styled “commander of 
the defense force of Shanghai,” is re- 
ported by the Shanghai correspondent 
of the Daily Express to have been sum- 
marily executed at the headquarters of 
Gen. Pai Tsung-Hsi, Cantonese com- 
mander, along with eleven others. 

On instructions from Hankow, the 
correspondent says, a so-called “pro- 
visional government,” composed mostly 
of notorious communists, has been 
formed in the Chinese quarter of 
Shanghai. Among those making up 
the government, it is declared, is a 
woman lawyer named Chen Yoh-Sien, 
who was educated in Paris, and other 
well-known extremists. 


AMERICAN, KILLED, 
LEAVES 4 CHILDREN 


Widow of Dr. Williams Also 
Survives; Brother Is a 
Miner in Ohio. 


New Lexington, Ohio, March 25 (By 
A. P.).—His voice choked with emotion, 
Dave Williams, a coal miner, was 
reached by the Associated Press over 
the long-distance telephone today at 
Shawnee, Ohio, and told of the death 
of his brother, Dr. John Elias Williams, 
vice president of the university at Nan- 
king, China. Dave Williams, a grand- 
father and a typical Ohio coal miner, 
was at dork in one of the lower levels 
of the mine where he is employed 
when the Associated Press called him 
at Shawnee. Coming out of the shaft, 
he answered the telephone, and when 
told his brother had been killed in the 
shelling of Nanking he could only sob, 
“On!” 

Apparently with great effort, he com- 
posed himself. His first question was, 
‘‘How are the rest of the family?” 

He was told news dispatches today 
did not disclose whether or not the 
other Americans in Nanking were safe 

Mr. and Mrs. Williams had four ‘chil- 
dren—Faith, 23; Mary, 21; Dorothy, 18, 


Nanking. Dorothy is attending a col- 
lege in Massachusetts and Mary is 
working in New York. 


Foreigners’ Houses 
Looted at Chinkiang 


Shanghai, March 25 (By A. P.).—All 
Americans and Britishers in Chinkiang, 
which was captured by the nationalists 
several days ago, have been evacuated 
on steamers, or are congregated on the 
waterfront under the protection of 
destroyers. All American women and 
children have been evacuated from 
Hankow. 

The British steamer Wenchow stop- 
ped at Chinkiang today to take off 
twenty American missionaries. Wide- 
spread looting of foreign houses is go- 
ing on in Chinkiang. 


14 Years of Research 
In China Is Halted 


San Francisco, March 25 (By A. P.). 
After fourteen years of research work, 
and while just on the eve of his dis- 
covery of the origin of the dread Ori- 
ntal disease Schistosomiazs, Dr. G. T. 
Footell, American physician at Chang- 
teh, China,’ 1,000 miles from Shanghai, 
was compelled to flee the country with 
his wife and two children because of 
troubled conditions. 

The physician arrived here today 
from the Orient and was accredited with 
the discovery of a snail which caused 
the fatal disease. 


Boston Man Injured 


New York, March 25 (By A, P.).— 
Donald A. Hobart, New York business 
man, said tonight he had been inform- 
ed by the Standard Oil Co. of New York 
that his brother, Earle T. Hobart, of 
Boston, has been injured in the hos- 
tilities at Scony Hill, Nanking. 

Mr. Hobart said the company had re- 
ceived only meager details and did not 
know the nature of his brother’s in- 
jury. His brother’s wife was reported 
safe, the reports said. 


60 Catholics Safe, 
Mission Society Told 


Ossining, N. Y., March 25 (By A. P.). 
Sixty missionaries and nuns of the 
Catholic foreign mission society of 
America, who are in China have been 
reported safe, the Rev. James A. Walsh, 
superior of the society seminary here 
annoumiced today.

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CAUGHT BETWEEN ARMIES. 


The commanders in chief at Shanghai are 
exercising commendable restraint in dealing 
‘ with the difficult situation that has arisen at 

Nanking. Reports of wholesale killing of 
Americans and other forefgners were 8002 
shown to be baseless. Very few foreigners 
have been killed, and only one American is in 
the list. The commanders at Nanking, failing 
to obtain any assurances from the Chinese 
authorities, appear to have become greatly ex- 
cited and were on the point of begmning a 
bombardment. Fortunately this mistake was 
not made. There is reason to expect that the 
Chinese general in command will protect for- 
eign lives. 

In a tremendous collision between armies 
itis not surprising that innocent bystanders 
should be subjected to great danger. The 
Americans at Nanking were warned long ago 
to leave, and’the American authorities have 
been earnestly trying to induce every citizen 
of this country to go to a place of safety. Mis- 
sionaries who have lived many years in China 
and who ‘speak the language. have been reluc- 
tant to leave the interior. Some of them are 
now suffering great hardships and perhaps 
will lose their lives. This condition can not 
justly be charged against the Chinese nation, 
and it would be folly for the United States 
* forces to participate in punitive expeditions or 
‘ bombardments. The direct protection of im- 
periled Americans and their extrication from 
imminent danger is the best that can be done 
in the circumstances. These citizens have 
their own duty to perform, and when they 
fail to perform it they must suffer the conse- 
quences. 

There is no evidence that an antiforeign 
Massacre is impending in China. The war 
concerns the Chinese people alone. When all 
the conditions are taken into account, it must 
be admitted that the Chinese commanders have 
been quite successful in preventing clashes 
with foreigners.

-THE SCHNEIDER COMPETITION. 


_ Several weeks ago the American Aeronauti- 
» cal association filed three blank entries for 
: the Schneider cup race. At the time no Amer- 
ican entry was in sight, and the blanks were 
filed and the entry fees posted. in the hope that 
subsequently some way might be found to 
assure United States participation in the event. 
It appears that the steps taken were fully 
justified, for New York sportsmen are raising 
a fund of $75,000 or more to build an airplane 
to recapture America’s speed honors lost last 
year to the Italians. 

It is said that the plane is how under con- 
‘struction on Long Island, all details regarding 
«its features being closely guarded. Probably 
» however, it will be a monoplane, of practically 
* all-metal construction, powered by a single 
“engine capable of pulling it through the air 
“at 300 miles an hour. Pontoons, which will 
“have to be attached for the Schneider cup 
“contest, however, will cut down -this speed 
*somewhat. Last year’s contest was won at 
“258.87 miles an hour. 

* The efficiency of the modern automobile is 

“due in no small measure to the experiments 
“conducted on the speedway early in its develop- 
ment. Aircraft still is in the experimental 
*stage, and valuable lessons are still- to be 
Sgained from study of specially built planes 
*in racing competition. Those who are financ-; 
‘ing the American entry in the Schneider com- 
«petition are contributing to the general de- 
evelopment of aircraft. In addition, however, 
* 8portmanship demands that the United States 
‘be represented this year, particularly in view 
‘of the defeat of last autumn. The plane is be- 
sing built and negotiations are under way to 
*obtain the services of an outstanding service 
saviator who already holds several speed rec- 
*ords to his credit. It is to be hoped that suc- 
“cess will reward those interested in the ven- 
*ture. 
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A BASIC PRODUCT; 


The Department of Commerce reports that 
*in certain circles considerable apprehension

RADIO READJUSTMENT. 


H. A. Bellows, member of the Federal radio 
commission, has issued a statement citing two 
major problems which must be solved before 
the issuance of licenses to broadcast may be 
begun, They are as follows: 

Widening the broadcasting band, which 

at present lies between 200 and 550 

meters. 

Reducing the separation between 

broadcasting channels in lieu of the 10 

kilocycle separation now in use. 


Apparently Mr. Bellows considers such other 


matters as limitation of power, chain broad- | 


casting, time division, consolidation by amalga- 
mation of stations, and limitation of the num- 
ber of broadcasters as of secondary impor- 
tance. 

Widening the broadcasting band is beset 
with difficulties. At present amateur opera- 
tors are granted exclusive use of the band be- 
tween 150 and 200 meters. Should commer- 
cial broadcasting be permitted within these 
limits the rights of the amateurs will have 
been usurped. They feel, justly, that they are 
entitled to consideration, and they are expect- 
ed: to contest any moves toward confiscation 
of the air territory which they regard as per- 
sonal property. Above 550 meters, however, 
there is always the possibility of interfering 
with S O §S signals, and for this reason it .is 
expected that the expansion will be downward. 

The band between 150 and 200 meters is 
much more valuable for broadcasting than the 
band between 550 and 600, for more stations 
can be placed in short-wave lengths without 
crowding than in long ones. 

On the other hand, practically all receiving 
sets now in use are so constructed as to func- 
tion only between the present limits of 200 to 
550 meters. These sets will have to be read- 
justed if they dre to be usable throughout the 
entire broadcasting scale, and this, one is led 
to believe, will be no easy task. It is not par- 
ticularly difficult to change a set to receive at 
longer wave lengths, and it is quite. probable 
that a device can be produced to lower ‘the 
limit, but with millions of sets in use the cost 
of adaptation would run into a considerable 
sum. The radio: owner will not be able to 
make the change himself, and he will not rel- 
ish the idea of being forced to buy and install 
additional equipment. 

The wisdom and practicability of widening 
the broadcasting band remain to be proved. It 
would seem best that this step be adopted 
only as a last resort, after all other methods 


of eliminating interference have proved inef- 
fectual. 
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LENDING TO VETERANS. 


If every veteran of the late war who has a 
certificate of adjusted compensation should 
borrow the limit of the loan value of his cer- 
tificate, about $215,000,000 would be required 
to meet the demand. When these certificates 
were sufficiently matured to meet the con- 
gressional provision which made them ayail- 
able as collateral for loans there was a dis- 
position on the part of many of the banks to 
decline to lend money upon them, and a great 
cry of protest arose. 

But Director Hines, of the veterans’ bureau, 
went before the ways and means committee 
and presented a sound argument in support of 
a plan to have such loans made directly from 
the Treasury. He pointed out that the govern- 
ment could not afford to have its own obliga- 
tions discredited, and that inasmuch as the 
certificates carried on their face the authoriza- 
tion for their use as collateral it was clearly 
up to the government to do what the banks 
were permitted to do in the way of helping 
out the holders of the government’s obliga- 
tions. 

‘The authority asked was granted, and the 
veterans’ bureau is permitted to act as the 
banker for such of the veterans-as are unable 
to obtain accommodations from the banks. 

Beginning on April 1, the bureau will be 
ready to help the boys out. But the bureau 
is not seeking business of this character. It 
prefers to allow the banks to handle the loans 
whenéver they are disposed to do so. One of 
the reasons for the disinclination of the bureau 
to usurp the functions of the banks is that the 
bureau’s resources for this purpose are limited 
to the amount which may be in the insurance 
fund. At the present time this is compara- 
tively small, amounting to only a few millions. 
On the other hand the bureau has some $18,- 
000,000 invested in Liberty bonds, and it may 
be considered wise to dispose of those securi- 
ties now that they have an enhanced value, 
especially as the loans to veterans will be made 
at 6 per cent interest, while the. bonds carry 
only 4% per cent. 

Here again, however, it is pointed out that 
the bureau is not a discount bank and that its 
sole object in making loans on compensation 
certificates is to aid the holder when he finds 
other sources of relief unavailable. That the 
banks are not by any mieans as “hard boiled” 
as they have been charged with being is eyi- 
dent from the fact that thus far they have 
advanced something like $32,000,000, and 
have shown no general disposition to set their 
faces against applicants for loans when these 
applicants are known to them. ’ 

There will probably be no further complaints 
from would-be borrowers after next week as, 
besides the plans which the bureau has per- 
fected. for meeting the requests of the bor- 
rowers, there is a growing. disposition among 
bankers in all sections of the country to aid 
the needy veterans in every possible way. It 
will certainly not be necessary for any of them 


to appeal to “loan sharks” or to’ any other 


variety of usurers. 
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LIBERTY BONDS AND FARMERS 


The president of a Western trust company 
is quoted as follows: : | 
It is true that Liberty bonds are now 
selling at a premium; but they were . 
bought by our “Western farmers at par. 
Long will we remember that our middle | 
West was forced to sell them. at 85 and 
less. This only serves to'keep the flame 
, of dissatisfaction burning. — . | 
_ The inference from this reported statement. 
is that the government sold Liberty bonds to 
the Western farmers at par, and later com- 


— 


pelled the farmers to sell the bonds at 85 cents” 


or less, by forcing down the prices of wheat 
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with them later for 85 or less.. This decline 
in the market value. of Liberty bonds’ was 
caused by the large amount of the bonds 
issued and the large volume of papér currency. 

The net interest-bearing public debt in 1919 
and 1920 was more than $24,000,000,000, or 
about $230 per capita. Before the world war 


' the per capita public debt was about $10. This 


sudden and enormous debt increase was enough 
to drive the Liberty bonds below'par. Before 
the war the total paper money was about 
$1,000,000,000. In 1920 the total paper 
money was more than $4,500,000,000, of 
which-_about $3,500,000,000 was Federal Re- 
serve notes. This inflation tended to depress 
the gold value of Liberty bonds. 

Is it true that the government caused a de- 
cline in the price of wheat or corn or other 
farm products? Did these declining prices 
tend to depress the market price of ‘Liberty 
bonds? . 

Neither the government nor Congress had 
anything to do with the decline in farm prices. 
This decline in 1920 and 1921 was world-wide, 
owing to an increasing supply and a, decreas- 
ing demand. Prices of farm products in 1918 
and 1919 were high, based on an inflated cur- 
rency and a war demand. 

Declining prices 
nothing to do with the decline in the market 
value~oef Liberty bonds. It is significant that 
Liberty bonds were below par when the price 
of wheat was nominally $2.18 a bushel and 
corn about $1.50 a bushel. Now, when wheat 
at the farm brings $1.22 a bushel and corn 
brings 65 cents a bushel, Liberty bonds are 
above par. There is no connection between 
declining prices of farm.products and increas- 
ing prices of Liberty bonds. The former is 
determined.by supply and demand, the latter 
by the general credit of the government, which 
in turn depends upon the size of the cebt and 
the paper or credit currency outstanding. 

Liberty bonds have advanced in. market 
price because the debt of the government is 
declining, and the ‘volume of obligations, as 
measured by paper notes in circulation, is also 
declining. As prices of Liberty bonds advance 


-when the amount outstanding is reduced, so 


the prices of wheat, corn and other farm 
products tend to advance when the supply de- 
clines. The same economic rule applies in 
both instances. , 

A little reasoning should quench the flame 
of dissatisfaction to which the president. of 
the trust company refers. 


THE TONG MURDER, 


A waiter in.a local Chinese restaurant has 
been murdered in cold blood by a stranger. 
Police attribute the crime to tong feuds which 
have broken out afresh upon the conclusion 
of a two-year period of truce. 

Tong warfare has no place in Washington 
nor in the United States, and it is the duty of 
all who hold membership in these organiza- 
tions to lend the police every aid in their ef- 
fort to solve the crime. It seems probable 
that the murderer is not a resident of Wash- 
ington, and that he came here solely to kill. 

Washington is hospitable to law-abiding 
Chinese residents. It is glad to seé them em- 
brace business opportunities and build them 
up into successes; it offers the Orientals its 
schools in which to educate their youths, police 
and fire protection for their homes, and equal 
opportunities with all others. It dges not look 
kindly upon outrages such as that committed 
yesterday, however, and expects full coopera- 
tion by the Chinese in bringing the murderer 
to justice, 


NAILING A LIE. 


It will afford satisfaction to every lover of 
dumb animals to read that the widely circu- 
tated story of the alleged viciousness of Re- 
becca is emphatically denied at the White 
House. 

Rebecca is the pet coon which has wormed 
herself into the affections of the President and 
every member of the household. Last week 
Mr. Coolidge found that the tendons of his 
right wrist were swollen to such an extent that 
it was painful for him to shake hands with 
visitors who flock to the White House in such 
swarms at this season of the year. This offi- 
cial statement served to start the stories of the 
scandal. mongers, who insisted that Rebecca 


—— 


was responsible for the presidential indisposi- 
tion—that she had bitten the hand that fed 
her. It was a repetition of the same attacks 
on White House pets by irresponsible writers 
in the past. When Sam Stephenson, of Wis- 
consin, presented that prize Holstein to Presi- 
dent McKinley a wickedly inaccurate writer 
printed a yarn to the effect that the cow had 
been banished because she viciously kicked 
over the milk pail oné morning during the 
process of extracting the creamy fluid from her 
store for the presidential breakfast.

is left of winter, but all the 
more shall we appreciate the 
spring that has come to us so early this 
year, and all the more shall we espe- 
cially appreciate our Sunday if we are 
to picnic and the day is a warm and 
f swing one. 
As there is much to do with the 
picnic today, and as I am anxious to 
give in addition-a menu for those of 
us who are not to picnic I am going to 
omit the letters that have come within 
the last day_or so and answer them 
through the colu:..n at another time. 
Here, then, is a continuation of Thurs- 
day’s column: 


The Picnic Basket. 


First of all, let us think something 
about a combination of food for this 
picnic that will be at once appetizing 
and easy to pack. Of the salads that 
are feasible probably chicken and po- 
tato salads are the best, and these may 
be prepared at home with the excep- 
tion of adding the lettuce and final dot 
of dressing and carried to the picnic in 
a jar. An open neck thermos bottle 
is also excellent, as it kee,s the salad 
at a chilled point; which adds decidedly 
to its attractiveness, but if'one of these 
containers is not at hand, the salad 
may be packed in a glass jar which is, 
in turn, to be wrapped well in news- 
paper to keep. the cold in. The in- 
gredients must have been chilled be- 
fore they were mixed, and the salad 
in its jar should have been allowed to 
stand in the ice tox until thoroughly 
chilled before it is wrapped and packed, 

Let us now think something about 
t’.e packing of the basket. 

It is unattractive) indeed, to open a 
basket where the little packages packed 
therein have pounded their way to one 
or the other sides of the hamper, and 
this is made an even more dismal mass 
by being bumped down and down by 
heavy: things on top,'such as a sardine 
can that has been forgotten and added 
at the last moment, and added with it 
an extra bottle of olives in the fear 
that the one bottle already packed 
will not prove sufficient. 

In packing the basket put the knives 
and forks in the bottom of the hamper, 
and each group of these should be 
wrapped in a paper or old linen nap- 
kin. If plates are to be used, place 
these on the bottom, and then pack in 
and around these things any ge thy ee 
opened bottles, &c., that are to 
taken along. Make of these wruidlen 
as smooth a floor to the basket as is 
possible. When all this is accomplished 
pack in the sandwiches and so on, the 
“and so on” being the cake, eggs, 
cookies, doughnuts and such like that 
are apt to accompany plates, knives and 
forks. The sandwiches, which have 
been wrapped in parafin paper either 
individually or in groups of twos and 
threes, should be wrapped in an old 
napkin, making possibly two large 
bundles of them rather than put in 
the hamper separately just in their 
papers. They are small and apt to take 
liberties with the amount of space al- 
lowed them. 

So much for the method of packing 
for the hamper—now let us fill it. Take 
your choice from the following recipes, 
all of which are designed for picnics: 


SANDWICHES. 
Cream Cheese With Pecans. 


Prepare shelled pecans by thoroughly 
removing bits of shell that may have 
adhered to the meats and chop them 
finely. Mix with a.cake of cream 
cheese, and add to it a few drops of 
worcestershire sauce and a few shreds 
of lettuce th t has been shaved as 
finely as it is possible to shave them. 
A convenient way to chop the nut 
meats is with the aid of the meat 
grinder, using ~ *‘ coarse knife. Blend 
all these ingredients together well and 
sprcad on white bread from which the 
crusts have been removed. 


W: have had just a snap of what 


Egg Sardine Sandwiches. 


To one can of boned sardines add 
three hard-boiled eggs that have been 
chopped finely. The skin must have 
been carefully removed from the fish 
and all the oil drained from them be- 
fore adding the egg. Mash the whole 
with, a fork and add sufficient mayon-~- 
naise to moisten the mixture to the 
spreading consistency. Add a few drops 
of onion juice (this may be omitted if 
one desires), and a dash of paprika. 
Spread on white or graham bread that 
has been buttered. 


Salmon Sandwiches. 


To a cup of white salmon (from a 
can‘ add a half cup of very finely 
shredded lettuce and a hard-boited egg. 
Add a few drops of worcestershire sauce, 
a few of onion juice, a very few of 
tabasco sauce and salt and pepper to 
taste. Spread on white bread after 
moistening a bit with mayonnaise. 
This combination is also known as 
salmon salad sandwich and may be 
said to be a bit harder to transport 
for a picnic than would be another 
kind as it is of the more moist variety 
of fillings. 
CAKES. 
Nut Cakes. 

One-half cup butter, three-fourths 
cup sugar, one-third *up milk, two 
eggs, one and one-third cups flour, two 
teaspoons baking _-owder, one cup wal- 
nut meats broken in small pieces and 
TT saps NET 
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a half teaspoonful vanilla. Mix the 
ingredients in the order given. The 
eggs are beaten whole and added after 
the milk but before the flour. Bake 
in muffin tins from 12 to 14 minutes. 


Chocolate Nut Cake. 

1% cups sugar. 

cup butter. 

¥% cup milk. 

Y% teaspoon cinnamon. 

Y¥ teaspoon allspice. 

1% cups flour. 

1 cup nuts. 

3 eggs (save 1 white for icing). 

2 teaspoons baking powder. 

2% squares chocolate melted. 

Combine the ingredients in the usual 
way by creaming the butter and adding 
the sugar and then the dry and wet 
ingredients alternately. Add the choc- 
olate in melted state: and the nuts 
that have been broken in small pieces. 
Sift the baking powder with the flour 
and mix in the seasonings. This may 
he iced with chocolate or white boiled 
icing. 


Caramel Cake. 

214 cups flour. 

1% level teaspoons baking powder. 

1 cup sugar. 

Pinch salt. 

Sift these 
times. 

¥% cup butter. 

3 eggs well beaten. 

Mix all of these things together after 
the dry ingredients have been sifted 
their four times and add three table- 
spoons of, burnt sugar mixture, one tea- 
spoon of vanilla and three-quarters of 
a cup of water,

Burnt Sugar Mixture. 


Melt two cups of sugar and allow. it 
to cook until it becomes a dark brown, 
and then add a half cup of water. Mix 
these and put in a jar and set aside 
for burned sugar flavoring. 


Frosting for Cake. 


Two eggs beaten, add powdered sugar 
until of right consistency to spread, 
then add three tablespoons of the burnt 
caramel, two tablespoons of melted but- 
ter and a teaspoon of vanilla. Spread 
on cake at once. 

This leaves us little or no room for 
a discussion of food for tomorrow, but 
we shall nevertheless have a menu if 
no more than that. It can readily con- 
sist of recipes that. we have had and 
filed away heretofore.

I 
have very fat legs and should appre- 
ciate your advice on kow to reduce my 
legs and ankles. I am a.devoted reader 
of syour articles and have tried many 
of your suggestions with pleasing suc- 
cess.—M. I. L. 

Answer—I am delighted to know that 
you find my articles helpful. You are 
just a little overweight for your height, 
but I am sure that you can remedy 
that with a vigorous program of exer- 
cise and no severe dieting. You might, 
however, avoid rich pastries, candy and 
soda-fountain drinks. Here as a few 
exercises that wlil be of benefit to you. 
They should be faithfully and. vigor- 
‘ously followed night and morning. You 
might start by doing each movement 
ten times, gradually increasing it to 
twenty. ' 

1. Stand erect, and grasp something 
solid, such as the footboard of the bed 
or*the back of a heavy chair, with the 
right hand. Swing the left foot slight- 
ly forward, at the same time flexing 
the opposite knee without breaking the 

ovement, then bring the left foot up 
‘In a brisk kick. Repeat the exercise 
with the opposite leg. 

2. Supporting yourself by resting one 
hand on something stationary, swing 
the opposite leg like a pendulum, for- 
ward and backward as high as possible. 
Turn, and repeat witk the opposite leg. 

3. Sitting on the. floor, spread the 
Jegs widely apart. Relax and roll the 
body forward from the hips, letting the 
outstretched hands extend straight in 
front along the floor. Let the head 
droop forward naturally while doing 
this. 

4. Lying flat on the floor with the 
feet together, bring tke feet up and 
try to touch them to the floor behind 
the head. Repeat-with a rocking move-

Dear Viola Paris: Will you please tell 
tne what I can do to reduce my hips, 
legs, and ankles? Will walking a con- 
siderable distance every day tend to 
thicken the ankles?

Answer: The exercises that I have de- 


scribed in the foregoing answer would 
help you very much in reducing the 
hips, legs, and ankles. All sorts of move- 
ments in which the foot is turned and 
twisted at the ankle should.also- be fol- 
lowed. If you are overweight, then you 
should also follow.a sensible diet for 
general reduction. A long walk every 
day would be very beneficial to you and 
would tend to make the legs and ankles 
more shapely. It could not possibly 
thicken the ankles unless you wore very 
high-heeled shoes that did not give the 
ankle proper support. 


Dear Viola Paris: I am 5 feet .4 inches 
talleand weigh 126 pounds. What is my 
proper weight? I seem to be too large 
in the hips, although I take exercises. 
Would a liquid diet, if taken for very 
long, injure one? By liquids I mean 
only fruit juices. 1 am 16 years old.

Answer: First of all, I doubt very 
much if you are overweight. It is very 
difficult to tell what a person’s exact 
weight should be without knowing 
something of the general build and 
bony structure. However, I am sure 
that you are not fat, and, as you are 
still young and growing, it would be 
unwise to try to be really thin. If you 
feel that your hips are somewhat out of 
proportion, then follow the exercises 
that you will find ‘described above. 
Meanwhile, do not follow any severe 
diet and certainly not a liquid diet. 
You could live on fruit juices for a 
certain length of time, but it would be 
at the expense of your health. Simply 
try to regulate your diet along common- 
sense lines and make sure that it in- 
cludes plenty of fresh vegetables and 
fruit and whole-grain cereals.

The pointer of today refers to the 
case in which the player answering his 
partner’s informatory double has a 
choice between two Major suits or be- 
tween two Minor suits—which of course 
is quite different from the choice be- 
tween a Major and a Minor.

e., elther both Major or both Minor), 
it would be only with the most unusual 
score that there would be any differ- 
ence in game-going ability. With 16 
on the score, two Diamonds would pro- 
duce a game and two Clubs would not, 
and with 12 on the score, two Spades 
would produce a game and two Hearts 
would ,not; but situations like this do 
not turn up frequently and when they 
do, it is easy to alter the bidding ac- 
cordingly.

to tally a game as the Diamond. That 
being the case, the doublr being just 
as apt to have strength in one as in 
the other, there is no advantage—when 
the suits are of the same length—in 
naming the weaker merely because it is 
the higher valued. After an informa- 
tory double it is not often that the 
partner of the doubler has a chance to 
bid twice and name two suits; conse« 
quently it is advisable to mention first 
the stronger, which is the one most apt 
to produce game. At one time there 
was a theory which found more or less 
support, that as between spades and 
Hearts, Spades should be given the 
preference on the ground that the dou- 
bler was the more apt to desire the 
Spade. In practical play that differ- 
ence does not exist. I do not know of 
any dependable doubler who would 
double with a hand containing certain 
spades when he would not double with 
the same hand if the Hearts and Spades 
were reversed; so the Heart should be 
bid in preference to the Spade if the 
Heart be stronger; and the sar rule 
applies when choosing between the Club 
and the Diamond. Of course if one 
suit be longer than the other, that ad- 
vantage should determine the choice.

ALKALOSIS EXPLAINED. 

RS. W. M. G. writes: 1 recently 
M read your article on alkalosis. 

Having all the symptoms as de- 
scribed, with the exception of head- 
ache and nausea, am wondering if I 
could be suffering with acidosis as 
mentioned in your article? 
Please write an article on acidosis, 
symptoms, and diet. 

REPLY. 

Acidosis is the group of conditions in 
which the body’s stock of excess alkali 
runs too low. The body is very slightly 
alkaline, using the term in the ordi- 


nary sense. All of the secretions are 
alkaline except two. One of these is 
alkaline occasionally; the other is 
never So. - 

In order to keep this alkaline reac- 
tion just fight, an excess of alkali is 
stored to be freely drawn as need 
arises. Whenever this stock begins to 
run low certain danger signals are run 
up. Some of these make up some of 


‘the signs of what is called acidosis. 


There are at least two kinds of acid- 
osis and there may be more. These 
two kinds may even exist in the same 
person. 

First, there is the acidosis which 
exists in people who eat too much 
meat, eggs, bread and cereals, and too 
little vegetables and fruits. When foods 
are taken into the body they are burn- 
ed into energy and ash. The produc- 
tion of energy largely results in car- 
bonic acid as a waste product. This 
is the great acid waste of the body. 
To neutralize it while it is in the body 
% great deal of alkali is required. Once 
it is thrown off in the body this alkali 
ls free to neutralize more carbonic 
or other acids. Meat, bread, and ce- 
reals make ash which has an excess 
of acid. It does much to exhaust the 
body reserve of alkali. Fruits and 
vegetables make ash which adds to 
that reserve. The acidosis which is 
due principally to eating an unbalanc- 
ed diet is of this type. 

It is of importance in people who 
have Bright’s disease and high blood 
pressure. It may be of importance in 
pregnancy. It is determined by simple 
tests made with fresh urine. The 
litmus paper test, of so little value in 
many situations, is of service in test- 
ing the urine. 

The remedy for this kind of acidosis 
is to change the diet to one contain; 
ing: more vegetables, fruit and milk, 
and less meat, eggs, bread and cereal. 
The fruit and vegetables to be eaten 
in moderation are: Plums, prunes, 
pieplant, and cranberries. | 


The other kind of acidosis is one in 
which the acid which draws on the al- 
kali reserve is an organic acid related 
to some of the ethers. It is aromatic 
and has some similarity to chloroform. 
As to how the body comes to form 
this chemical in poisonous doses we 
do not know one-half as much as we 
should know. A part of it is the re- 
sult of diet; that much seems certain, 


not certain. The diet which is re- 
sponsible is one that is rich in, fats 
and low in su carbohydrates as 
cereals and bread. There are labora- 
tory tests for this kind of acidosis, as 
well as symptoms of it.

ADVANCE IN CALL MONEY

New York, March 25.—The forward 
movement was continued in many di- 
visions of the stock market today until 
about 2 o'clock, when a rise in the call 
money rate from 4 to 4% per cent 
seemed to be taken as a signal by the 
bears to get into action, and their op- 
erations under the final hour resulted 
in numerous recessions, which some 
cases more than wiped out the day’s 
gains. The market at all times was ir- 
regular and less active than during any 
session for some time past. The rise 
in the call money rate was caused by 
heavy withdrawals for week-end re- 
quirements. 

Although some of the more specula- 
tive Oils and industrials made sharper 
advances than the dividend-paying lead- 
ers in the various divisions, the rise of 
both the old and the new United States 
Steel issues to new highs was one of 
the most colorful features of the day. 
However, both of these stocks were set 
back to about their opening figures un- 
der the selling wave of the final hour. 
Republic Steel was soft, losing almost 
2 points net, but the other independ- 
ent steels finished the day, as did their 
leader, close to their opening prices. 

The motor stocks were not particu- 
larly active. General Motors moved up 
about 3 points in the early trading, 
then eased back, to close with only a 
net gain of % point. Hudson closed 
with a Joss of 1144 points. The other 
members of the group ended the day 
with unimportant changes. 

Carrier and equipment issues were 
quite active at times. Norfolk & West- 
ern sold up to 176, a new high for the 
last six years, then snapped back to 
end the day with a net loss of 4 point.
